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| Judge Powell's Resignation 
) Takes Effect Midnight, Jan, 10 


New Member of High Court Is 
Well-Known South Georgia 
Lawyer—Judge Powell De- 
clares Small Salaries Paid 
Judges Are “Shameful.” 


Judge Arthur G. Powell, of the state 
court of appeals, yesterday afternoon 
tendered his resignation to Governor 
Slaton and Attorney J. R. Pottle, of. 
Blakely, one of the best-known law- 
yers in south Georgia, was appointed 
to the plece. Mr. Pottle has an-| 
nounced his acceptance of the appoint- | 
ment. 

Judge Powell's resignation takes ef- 
fect at midnight on January 16, 1912, 
so that the new judge will take his 
seat on the day following, January 16. 

Announcement No Surprise. 

It was announced in The Constitu- 
tion several days ago that Judge 
Powell hag determined to resign from 
the bench, so that the announcement 
of his resignation does not come as a 
surprise, although it was generally 
expected that he would continue in 
the office until later on in the year. 
He has been a member of the court of 
Appeals for five years. Upon his 
resignation it is understod that Judge 
Powell will form a partnership with 
Attorney John D. Little, of this city, 
and will resume the practice of law. 

Attorney Pottle, who has been ap- 
pointed to succeed Judge Powell, is a 
young lawyer, being only 37 years old, 
but is a man of wide. experience and 
is eminently qualified in every par- 
ticular to discharge the duties of the 
office to which he has been appoint- 
ed. He is a son of Judge EB. H. Pot- 
tle, for many years judge of the 
northern circuit, and is a brother of 
Joe Pottle, of Milledgeville, at present 
solicitor general of the Ocmulgee cir- 
cuit. 


Slaton Praises Pottie, 


In announcing the appointment Gov- 
ernor Slaton said: 

“Since Judge Powell notified me 
several days ago of his intention to re- 
sign immediately I have been much 
concerned over the selection of his 
successor. 

“After canvassing the state very 
thoroughly I finally decided on Mr. 
Pottle, who was willing to accept. 

“Mr. Pottle is a young man, but he 
is pecullarly fitteq by training, ex- 
perience and temperament for a place 
on the second highest court in the 
Sate. Members of the bench and bar 
who have been associated with him 
were unanimous in endorsing him as 
the most capble of the vailable ‘men. 
The’ work of the court is tremendous 
and a judge must not only be able, 
but quick and untiring. 

“I felt that the appointment should 
go to south Georgia, but in canvass- 
ing the situation did not confine my- 
self to that section alone. The place 
was tendered Judge John C. Hart, 
former attorney general, who declined 
it: also to Judge 8S. H. Sibley, who de- 
clined. 

“l am glad Mr. Pottle has agreed 
to accept it. I am sure he will prove 
an exceptionably capable judge. 

“I¢ I had appointed a superior court 
judge a vacancy woulg have been cre- 
ated requiring another appointment by 
me. For obvious reasons | desired to 


avoid this.” 
Powell Rearets Resignation. 

Discussing his resignation, 
Powell said: 

“For many reasons I hate to leave 
the work in. which I have been en- 
gaged guring the last five years. The 
associations have been so pleasant; 
the work itself, while arduous, has so 
many attractive phases; the attitude 
ot the people, and especially of the bar, 
has been so very Kind—they have been| 
so willing to praise me for any small | 
merit I have shown, 80 willing to over- 
look my mistakes and shortcomings; 
that, as Il find myself about to sever 
the tie that binds me to the bench, I 
feel a twinge very much akin to

The state 
ought not only to be ashamed, but

UUUNUIL RAISES 
FOUR SALARIES 


Agreement \s Reached By the 
Conference Committee, 


Officers and Beginners in Fire 
and Police Departments May 
Get More Money, Council 
Asking 1912 Finance Com- 
mittee to Provide Increases. 


There was a revision of the proposed 
salary raise of certain city officials at 
a call meeting of the general council 
yesterday afternoon. 

The city clerk reported that the ai- 
dermanic board had failed to concur 
in the action of council last Monday 
when council voted to make the foi- 
lowing increases: ; 

Mayor, from $3,000 to $4,000; city at- 
torney, from $3,000 to $3,600; assistant 
city attorney, from $2,400 to $2,700; 
comptroller, from $3,000 to $3,300; city 
marshal, from $32,400 to $2,500: chief of 
police, from $3,000 to $3,300; prison 
physician, from $1,200 to $1,800; city 
warden, from $1,620 to $1,800, 

Conference Committee. 

A resolution was adopted for a con- 
ference committee from the aldermanic 
board and the council to see if an 
agreement could not be reached. The 
mayor pro tem. appointed the follow- 
ing committee: Aldermen Ragsdale, 
Maddox. and Spratling and Councilmen 
Chambers, Hatcher and Wardlaw. The 
committee, after being out about an 
hour, reported that it had agreed to 
recommend the following increases in 
salaries: Mayor, from $3,000 to $4,000; 
city attorney, from $3,000 to $3,300; 
city warden, from $1,200 to $1,800; 
prison physié@ian, from $1,200 to $1,800. 

Councilman -Evins moved to amend 
the report of the committee by in- 
creasing the city attorney’s salary 
from $3,000 to $3,600 and the assistant 
city attorney from $2,400 to $2,700. The 
amendment was lost. 

The report of the conference com- 
mittee was adopted by covncil. 

Policemen and Firemen Gain. 

The conference committee also of- 
fered a resolution recommending the 
finance committee of 1912 to increase 
the salaries of captains of police from 
$110 to $125, the salaries of lieuten- 
ants and engineers of the fire depart- 
méent and sergeants and detectives of 
the force from $95 to $110. The resolu- 
tion also requested that beginners in 
the police and fire departments be paid 
$65 a month instead of $60, the changes 
to take effect February 1, 1912. The 
resolution was adopted.

EXPORTS SHOW 
BIG INCREASE 


Over Last Year, and Exceed 


Imports by Several Mil- 
lion Dollars. 


Washington, December 22.—-The ex- 
ports of the United States to the coun- 
tries of the rest of the world during 
the eleven months of the current year 
ending with November exceeded the 
imports by somewhat more than $475,- 
000.000. The value of the exports was 
$1,867,614,510, while the imports were 
worth $1,392,552,228, according to Sta- 
tistics issued today by the department 
of commerce and labor. 

During the corresponding period last 
year the exports exceeded the imports 
in value by about $211,000,000. The 
imports for the eleven-month period 
of the current year show a falling of 
of about $34,000,000 from those of last 
year, while the export trade increased 
by about $30,000,000. 

The imports for November, 1911, 
amounted to $126,146,492—a falling off 
of about $3,900,000 from those of No- 
vember, 1910.

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NEW HH SCHOOL 
BEFORE COUNCIL 


Proposition Referred to the Park 
Board for Report 


President Eubanks Strongly 
Opposed to Using Any Part 
of Piedmont Park for School 
Site—Judge Candler Wants 
Fine University High School. 


At a called meeting of council yes- 
terday afternoon a communication was 
read from the board of education in 


| which it was stated that it was the 


sense of the board that the present 
Boys’ High school building be sold 
ang a new building erected on 10 acres 
in Piedmont park. The committee 
from the board of education appointed 
to take up the matter with council 
were Messrs. Hope, Key and Bryan. 

» Councilman Chambers moved to tfe- 
fer the matter to the park board. 

Alderman Maddox moved as a sub- 
stitute that the communication be re- 
ferred to :a special committee from 
council. 

Councilman Evins stated that no 
matter to whom the communication 
was referred a public hearing would 
be demanded by a large number of 
citizens who would seriously object 
to using any part of Piedmont park 
for public school purposes. 

The matter was finally referred to 
the park board. 

“A Shame and a Disgrace.” 

George F. Eubanks, president of the 
parkeboard, when asked last evening 
what he thought of the plan to use 
a part of Piedmont park for a Boys’ 
High school, said: 

“IT think it would be a shame and a 
disgrace to use any of Atlanta’s park 
ground for anything save park pur- 
poses. We haven't enough ground 
now. To place a school house in 
Piedmont park would be an opening 
wedge for other public buildings and 
the park would soon be no park at all. 
There is just as much sense in plac- 
ing a school house in Grant park as 
there is in Piedmont park. As a mem- 
ber of the park board I shall oppose 
an attempt to use any park ground for 
any sort of a school house.” 

“Atianta Needs Such a School.” 

Mayor Pro Tem, Candler stated to a 
reporter of The Constitution, after 
council had adjourned, that the time 
had come for Atlanta to build a fine 
university high school for boys. He 
said that no matter where it was lo- 
cated, whether in Piedmont park or on 
some other site, the building should be 
ample to accommodate all the branches 
of a great high schookh, 

:“Nothing in my opinion,’ stated 
Judge Candler, “would redound more 
to Atlanta’s greatness than to erect a 
university high school which would 
accommodate 1,000 boys and which 
would under one head include all the 
literary branches and a technological 
institute.” 

When it was learned after council 
adjourned that there would be strong 
opposition from north side citizens to 
of Piedmont park for 
site, several citizens 
from fhe south side, including mem- 
bers of council, declared that if the 
high school was not wanted in. Pied- 
mont park it coulg be located on the 
south side on the stockade property. 


CHINESE PREMIER 
REMAINS FIRM 


In Declining Repiblican Gov- 
ernment — Yuan Would 
Resign Place First.

Pekin, December 22.—Yuan Shi Kai, 
the premier, evidentiy still remains 
steadfast in his decision not to accept 
a republican form of government for 
China as the price of peace within the 
empire. Members of ihe premier's 
entourage reiterated today that Yuan 
never will advise the. abdication of 
the emperor and thereby become a 
traitor. They say that if the forma- 
tion of a republic is unavoidable he 
will resign as prime minister. 

It had been suspected that Tang 
Shao Yi, the representative of Yuan 
and the imperial government at the 
Shanghai peace conference, and Yuan 
were playing a prearranget game with 
the intention gradually to shear the 
Manchus of power and thereby pre- 
vent a Manchu rising in Pekin, but 
the fact that Tang has telegraphed 
friends here asking them to endeavor 
to persuade Yuan of the necessity to 
accept a republic seemingly indicates 
that Tang aad premier are not 
in accord, * 

The premier has steadily been re- 
placing officials and army officers 
through the northern provinces with 
trusted men, loyal to himself. He be- 
lieves he could regain and retain 
many of the rebel provinces if money 
were obtainable. A quartet of bank- 
ers is willing to support him, but up 
to now the legations have disagreed 
regarding aloan. The British legation 
desires the monarchy continued, but 
it is receiving serious protests from 
business interests in the south which 
dread a boycott of their goods. The 
American legation, and aiso that of 
Japan, advocate supporting Yuan Shi 
Kai financially. 

Should a definite breach come with 
an imperial government in the north 
and a republic in the south, Yuan pos- 
sibly could obtain money, though in 
fear of a boycott by the republican 
provinces, the legations have stated 
that all loans must be for the peaceful 
administration of the country only. 
The government is continuing its so- 
called patriotic loans, which are more 
or less enforced from the princes and 
high officials. 

Japs May Intervene. 

Tokio, December 22.—Although the 
reports of Japanese military interven- 
tion in China are premature, it is un- 
derstood that preparations have been 
completed to send an expedition to 
China fm the event of necessity. 

The belief prevails here that the 
Shanghai police conference is a pre- 
text on the part of both the revolu- 
tionists and the imperialists, in order 
that they may strengthen thelr mili- 
tary positiona. 


WRICHT LORIMER 
- TAKES OWN LIFE 


Financial Troubles Said to Be 
Cause of Suicide, 


Well-Krnown Actor Carefully 
Planned Deed—Was Author 
of the “Shepherd King” 

‘ith Arnold Reeves — Left 
Three Letters. 


New York, December . 22.—Wright 
Lorimer, the actor, committed suicide 
today by inhaling gas at his home, 124 
West Sixty-fifth street.» 

Lorimer was 30 years old, and began 
-his stawe career in Chicago several 
years ago. He was best known in the 
production of the “Shepherd King,” 
which he wrote with Arnold Reeves. 

Lorimer had made a careful plan to 
commit suicide. 

He left three letters, two of which 
were addressed to business associates, 
and the third one addressed to 
“Friends.” 

Financial troubles are believed to 
have been the cause of Lorimer’s sui- 
cide. He was a native of Massachu- 
Setts. 

The letter addressed to “Friends” 
mentioned William A. Brady, the the- 
atrical manager, against whom there 
is pending a suit filed by Lorimer for 
$98,400 for alleged breach of contract. 


RUSSIA WOULD 
BAISE. DUTIES 


On American Goods As a Re- 
lalialory Measure, : 


To Place Duty on Goods That 
Were Admitted Free—Pro- 
posal Referred to Finance 
Committee--Action Deferred 
a Month. 


St. Petersburg, December 22.—Oppo- 
sition membcrs of the dyuma ridicule ex- 
President Gachkoff's [legislative pro- 
posal to provide for tariff war sched- 
ules, applicable to the United States, 
at the éxpiration of the Russo-Ameri- 
can treaty of commerce and naviga- 
tion, which he and other signers rep- 
resenting the octoberist and national- 
ist parties in the duma have intro- 
duced into that body. 

The opposition declare that the pro- 
posal would strike hardest at the Rus- 
sian agriculturists and cotton manu- 
facturers. They dogmnot expect the 
Treasure to advance beyond the com- 
mittee stage The duma will adjourn 
tomorrow for a month and action on 
the pruposal probably will be taken 
at the end of February. 

The bill proposes to‘ raise existing 
Russian duties by 100 per cent, and 
also to impos@ a duty of 100 per cent 
on articles ‘which are admitted free 
under the present Russian tariff. Be- 
sides these impositions, the bill pro- 
poses aiso to levy double the gross 
weight tax established by the law of 
June 21, 1901, on merchandise arriv- 
ing by sea and to levy a double ton- 
nage tax. Shoild American tonnage 
tax be raised to the disfavor of Rus- 
Sian vessels, ther the Russian tonnage 
tax will be correspondingly increased. 

It is said that the schedules are to 
be applicable to all countries which 
do not grant to Russia the most fa- 
vored nation treatment in commerce 
and navigation. 

The propogal will be submitted ‘to a 
financial conimiss:on, 

The necessity for the proposed leg- 
islation is explained in an accompany- 
ing declaration, in which it is stated 
that the regular’ American tariff 
schedules which will be applicable to 
Russian goods at the expiration of the 
treaty of conmerce and navigation of 
1832 will be s> Ligh as to have a pro- 
hibitive character, and that they 
greatly exceed the Russian normal 
tariff and navigation taxes which 
would be naturally applicable to 
American govds in the absence of the 
treaty. 

Washington, December 22.—While 
the initiation today of retaliatory 
measures by Russian legislation is 
viewed with apprehension as being 
likely to develop ill feeling between 
the two qountries, the good temper 
shown by the Russian foreign office 
in diplomatic exchanges leads state 
department officials to more than hope 
their efforts to secure a new treaty 
will be successful. Russia has taken 
no formal notice of this country’s sug- 
gestion that a new treaty be con- 
cluded, though, if congress and the 
duma do not assume obstructive atti- 
tudes, it is felt a new agreement may 


be effected before the present one ex- 
pires.

TO RUSS DEMANDS 


Will Concede All Points to 
Czar's Government. 


Dismissal of W. Morgan Shus- 
ter, the American, Is Now 
Certain—Persian Govern- 
ment Must Apologize and 
Pay an Indemnity. 


London, December 22.—Persia today 
yielded to the demand of the Russian 
ultimatum that W. Morgan Shuster, 
an American, who holds the pest of 
treasurer-general in the Persian gOv- 
ernment, be dismissed from the servy- 
ice of the Persian government. The 
Russian ultimatum also calls for the 
payment of an indemnity which is to 
reimburse Russia for money expended 
in sending an armed expedition into 
Persia to énforce her demand. 

Mr. Shuster’s administration of Per- 
sia’s finances has been displeasing to 
Russia from the start and when he} 
caused the seizur 
longing to the hestinie os ‘Gr thee 
Over the protest of the Russian vice 
consul Russia at first demanded an 
apology, and when this was not forth- 
coming, called for the dismissal of 


Mr. ‘Shuster, and this has finally 
been acceded to. 


Official Decision. 

The Persian charge d'affaires at St. 
Petersburg called at the Russian for- 
eign ffice late today to announce 
his government's decision 
to abide by the terms of the ulti- 
matum. Up to a late hour tonight, 
however, no public announcement had 
been made at Teheran of the recession 
of Persia from the defiant stand she 
Originally made against demands of 
the czar’s ministers, even in the face 
of threatened aggression. The delay 
in making public the fact that she 
had yieldeg to the Russian demands 


consequences of public resentment. 

Mr. Shuster is still without formal 
notice of his dismissal." He is reso- 
lute in declaring that he Would, have 
nothing to do with the negotiations 
of the national council 
with his services. 

Nature of Reply Unknown. 

The exact form of Persia’s reply to 
Russia is not yet known, but from 
the ‘latest news received from Tehe- 
Tran it would seem that the cabinet 
has overridden the wishes of the com- 
mission which -the national council 
appointed to deal with the matter. 

It is not probable that there will 
be a withdrawal of the Russian troops 
in Persia while disorders such as 
those at Tabriz are occurring. There 
are only 200 Russian troops encamped 
3 miles outside of Tabriz, from which 
guards are sent to town daily for the 
consulate and banks. From conflict- 
ing Russian and Persian accounts of 
the trouble at Tabriz it is difficult to 
ascertain exactly what happened, but 
reports published in St.’ Petersburg 
are to the effect that several Rus- 
sian soldiers were killed in the fight- 
ing there.

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How Mark Twain Got . His 
First Job as .Pilot. 


In the January Harper's, 
Bigelow Paine, the authorized b!- 
Ographer of Mark Twain, tells the 
story of how the great humorist be- 
gan his career as a Mississippi pilot. 
The facts of the story were all ob- 
tained from Captain Horace’ Bixby, 
who taught Mark Twain, and in 1910 
was still at the wheel. In 1857 Marx 
Twain went aboard the Paul Jones, 
“Horace Bixby, pilot of the Paul 
Jones, then a man of 32—still living 
(1910) and at the wheel—was look- 
ing out over the bow at the head of 
Island Novo. 85, when he heard a slow, 
pliezsant voice say: 

“"Good morning.’ 

“Bixby was a clean-cut, direct, cour- 
teous man. 

“‘Good morning, sir,’ he said, brisk- 
ly, without looking around. 

“As a rule Mr. Bixby did not- care 
for visitors in the pilot house. This 
one presently came up and stood a lit- 
tle behind him. 

“‘How would you !ike a young man 

to learn the river? he said. 
“The pilot glanced over his shoulder 
and saw a rather slender, loose-limbe4 
young fellow, with @ fair, girlish com- 
Plexion and a great tangle of aubura 
hair. 

“‘T wouldn’t like it. Cub pilots are 
more trouble than they’re worth, A 
great deal more trouble than profit.” 

“The applicant was not discouraged. 

“‘l am a printer by trade,’ he went 
on, in his easy, deliberate way. ‘it 
doesn’t agree with me. I thceught I'd 
go to South America.’ 

“Bixy kept his eye on 
but a note of interest crept 
voice, 

“"What makes vou pnil your words 
that way (‘pulline’ being the river 
term for. drawling), he asked. 

“The young man had taken a seat 
on the vistors’ bench. 

“"You'll have to ask my mother,’ he 
said, more slowly than. ever. ‘She 
pulls hers, too.’ 

“Pilot Bixby woke up and laughed; 
he had a keen sense of hunfor, and 
the manner of reply amused him. 

“"*Come over and stand by the side 
of me,’ he said. ‘What is your name” 
“The applicant told him, and the two 
stood looking at the sunlit water. 

“Did you ever do any steering?’ Bix- 
by asked. 

“‘T have steered about everythings 
on the river but a steamboat, I cuess.’ 

“ ‘Very well; take the wheel and see 
what you can do vith a steamboat. 
Keep her as she is, toward that lower 
cottonwood enag.’ 

“Bixby had a sore foot and was glad 
of a little relief. He sat down on 
the bench and Kept a careful eye on 
the course. By and by he said: 

“There is just one way that I would 
take qa young man to learn the river; 
that is for money.’ 

“*What do you charge? 

“‘Five hundred dollars, and I to be 
at no expense whatever.’ 

“In those days pilots were allowed 
to carry a learner, or ‘cub,’. board free 
Mr. Bixby meant that he was to be at 
no expense in port or for incidentals, 
His terms looked rather discouraging. 

“‘T haven't got $500 in money,’ said 
Sam; ‘I’ve got a lot of Tennessee land 
worth 25 cents an acre; I’il give you 
2,0C0 acres of tinat.’ 

“Bixby dissented. 

“"No; [ don’t want any unimproved 
real estate. I have too much already.’ 

“The young man reflected tipon ths 
amount he could probably borrow of 
Pamela’s husband without straining 
his credit. 

“*Well, then, I'l! give you $109 cash 
and the rest when I earn it.’ 

“Something about this young man 
had won Horace Bixby’s heart. His 
slow, pleasant speech, his unhurried, 
quiet manner with the wheel, his evi- 
dent sincerity of purpose—-these wer» 
externals; but beneath them the pilot 
felt scmething cf that quality of mind 
or heart which later made the world 
love Mark Twain. The terms proposed 
were agreed upon The deferred pay- 
merts were to begin when the pupil 
had learned the river and was receiv- 
ing pilot's Wages. 

“At St. Louis Sam -borrowed from 
Mr. Moffett ‘he funds necessary to 
make up his first payment, and so 
concluded his contract. 

“Horace Bixhy was a ‘lightning’ pi- 
lot, with a method of instruction as 
dircct and forcible as it was effective. 
He was a small man, hot and quick- 
firing, though kindly, too, and gentle 
when he had blown off. After one 
rather pyrotechnic misunderstanding 
between them as to the manrer of ac- 
quiring information, he sai: 

“"*My boy, you must get a little mem- 
orandum hook, and every time I tell 
you a thing put it down right away. 
There's only one way to be a pilot, ani 
thii “is to @et this entire river by 
heart. You have to Know it just like 
AB GC 

So Sam Clemens got the little 
book, and presently it fairly bristled 
with the names of towrs, points, bars, 
islanas and reaches, Dut it made his 
heart ache to think that he had only 
half of the river set down, fur as the 
watches were four hours off and fvur 
houvrs: on, there wera long gaps in 
which he had slept. 

“There is but one way to account for 
the fact that the man whom the worll 
knew as Mark Twain—dreainy, un- 
practical and indifferent to deitrils-- 
ever persisted in acquiring knowledge 
like that in the vaet, the absolutely 
limitless qucntity n c-s8ary te Missis- 
sippi piloting. it lies in the fact that 
he lovec the river in its every mooi 
and aspect and detail, and ot only the 
river, but a steamboat; anc still more, 
perhaps, the freedsm of the pilot's life 
and its prestige. Wherever he has writ- 
ten of the river—e2nd in ons way or 
ancther he wast always writirg of it—- 
we feel the claim of the old cajtivity

World’s Thread Supply. 
(From a Foreign Exchange.) 

Paisley is undoubtedly the chief cén- 
ter of the thread industry, and the firm 
of J. & P. Coats, limited, is known all 
over the world. They have mills in 
the United States and several Euro- 
pean countries, but their chief works 
are in Paisley. These, exclusive of 
the eight large mills, occupy over a 
hundred acres of ground, possess an 
akgregate engine force of 30,000 horse- 
power, require a daily consumption of 
400 tons of coal to drive 500,000 spin- 
dles, and give employment to more 
than 10,000 men and women. All the 
mills are substantially built, but the 
largest is five stories in height, and in 
it about 1,000 workers are employed. 
Its machinery is driven by two engines 
of 1,900 horsepower each, and the driv- 
ing wheel, which makes 500 revolutions

On getting it, she at once 
proceeded with her thread making, per- 
forming every part of the process with 
her own hand. The mill she had was 
small and ran only twelve bobbins at 
a time. A fine thread, equal—and, as 
scme thought, superior—to the Dutch 
was produced, and when specimens o 
it were taken to Bath by Lady Blan- 
tyre, a near neighbor of the family, 
the makers of lace there at once saw 
its value. Thus a trade in “Bargarran 
thread” sprang up in 1722. Although 
cotton has since then largely super- 
seded linen thread, yet this Renfrew- 
Shire lady is fairly entitled to the 
honor of being the originator of the 
industry that hag made Paisley.

Amends Rule Regarding 
Size of Records. 

Washington, December 22.—As 4 
sort of Christmas gift to future liti- 
gants the supreme court today, before 
adjourning for the Christmas holidays, 
amended its rule, with a view of re- 
ducing the cost of litigation. The 
amendments had to do with the size 
of records brought to the court from 
subordinate tribunals.

amending the rules in connection with: 
going into effect January 1, of the 
new judicial code to strike at the high 
cost of litigation. 

Several amendments were necessary 
to meet requirements of the new code, 
principally due to the passing of the 
circuit courts. There also was entered 
another order extending the present 
eauity rules to the courts provided for 
by the new code. 

When the court adjourned until Jan- 
uary 8 it had established a record for 
the number of cases heard before the 
holidays. 

Practically as many cases had beeh 
argued so far this term as were ar- 
gued during the entire last term, ex- 
tending to June 1. 

The justices now have under con- 
sideration 120 cases. This is probably 
a greater number than at any other 
time in the history of the court.

SENATOR ATTACKS

Robert L. Owen Brands It “A 
Bulwark of Priv- 
ilege.”’ 


Oklahoma City, December 22.—Mak- 
ing his address primarily an attack 
upon the supreme court of the United! 
States, which he declared has “‘be- | 
come a bulwark of privilege,” United | 
States Senator Robert L. Owen at to-/| 
day's session of the State Bar As- 
sociation replieqd to the arraignment | 
of the recall of the judiciary by Judge | 
B. C. Stuart. Owen's reception was Of | 
a lukewarm character and it was evi- 
dent that the sentiment of the associa- | 
tion was with Stuart. 

In his attack on the supreme court! 
Senator Owen was careful to say that | 
he did not impugn the motives or hon- {| 
esty of any of its members, but that’! 
all were influenced by their previous | 
training and associations. 

“The people have arrived at a de-| 
cision and a dispassionate judgment! 
as to the manner in which men are 
put on the supreme bench of the 
United States,” he said. 

“Every man who has gone on that 
bench since the trans-Mississippi rate | 
case has been in favor of writing into 
the laws the word ‘unreasonable,’ | 
which congress refused to put there.” 


He said that in case of controversies | 
between individuals, the courts would | 
have to be supreme arbiter, but that in| 
matters of public policy, the final de- 
cision should be with the people.

The moderately fixed business man, 
whose purse is annually drained by 
the requirements for Yuletide joys, 
would say that the Always Ahead town 
splurges some million dollars on her 
Christmas food. 

The epicure, if asked to sum his 
ideas of the cost of a big city Christ- 
mas dinner into mere figures, would 
flick the ashes from his :cigar and 
answer nonchalantly that in order to 
acquire the wherewith to feed Atlanta 
on Christmas John D. Rockefeller 
would have to mortgage the Standard 
Oil corporation. | 

Country Would Provide Dinner. 

Hezekiah Moffat, who recently came 
to town from south Georgia's product- 
ive acres, remarked as he passed a 
huge crowd of late shoppers, coming 
bundle-ladened from the grocery 
stores, that if Atlanta would move to 
the country she could produce a 
sumptuous and substantial dinner 
from her own resources, and thereby 
save the cost and a few other trivial 
inconvenientes, such, for instance, as 
a depresseq Christmas bank roll. 

Weary Willie, indulging in his daily 
Brunswick stew, snifred contemptu- 
ously when the question was asked 
him. He said Atlanta could easily en- 
joy a Christmas luncheon on $200,000 
and have a bottle of beer as an ap- 
petizer. Asked what was his concep- 
tion of a $200,000 dinner for a city 
as large as Atlanta, the son of rest 
said: 

“I'll speng less than a dollar on all 
three of my Christmas meals. The 
trouble with you city splurgers is 
you've cultivated the habit of eatin’ at 
You gorge yourself on 
Christmas, contract a case of indiges- 
tion and get cureq barely in time to 
begin saving money for next year's 
feed, 

No Indigestion for Willie. 

“Every time I hit a big town, which 
is on the average of twice a week, I 
get a g00qg chance to watch these dys- 
peptic—what you call ‘ems ?—epicures? 
Then I'm giad I'm a ho- 
bo. If they'd give more dough to 
charity instead of puttin’ It In a din- 
ner that piles up doctor bills, they'd 


be almost as happy as me, and that’s 
what I consider a sublime state of 
ecstacy.” 

But what would you, gentle reader, 
estimate as the sum paid by Atlanta 
for her Christmas midday meal? 

If you were told that this city spent 
$50,200 in preparing for the principal 
dishes for this year’s Christmas din- 
ner, would you think the figures too 
large—or too small? 

Whether these figures look large or 
small, they represent the sum ex- 
pended in feeding the south’s metrop- 
olis on the day of Old Santa’s arrival. 

The produce firms of Atlanta solved 
the problem of expenditures for At- 
lanta’s Christmas meal. They furnish 
the food, accumulate the wherewith, 
and their books beat a house-to-house 
canvas in showing the desired figures. 

Turkeys Cost $15,200. 

Atlanta has spent’ this year $15,200 
on turkeys. These statistics are un- 
questionable proof of a great decrease 
in the turkey race. Just how many 
pounds will be consumed on Christ- 
mas day by Atlantans is difficult to 
ascertain. In fact, it is a néar impos- 
sibility. Turkeys vary in weight 
prices and age. That’s the proposition 
in a.cranberry. 

Four thousand dollars worth of 
cranberries will be eaten on Christ- 
mas day when Atlanta sets down to her 
noon meal, $7,000 worth of celery, $15,- 
600 worth of oranges and twenty cars 


of apples at $600 a car. 
There is one feature which will be 


noticed in this city’s Christmas meal. | 


That is a scarcity of bananas. Never 
before in the history of local fruit 
dealers has. there been such an ab- 
sence of that particular fruit. 


Minus the Banana. 


This year many well-heaped Christ- 
mas tables will be minus the luscious 
banana. Many street venders will 
leave off the word “banannee” from 
their monotonous call, and many stock- 
ings will fail to bulge dt the toe from 
the intrusion of the lengthy fruit, for 
bananas are scarce in Atlanta, and 
what few are to be found are hard to 
be bought—by some people. 

This totaling of Atlanta’s expendi- 
tures for her Christmas meal includes 
only the main assets, The other costs 
are not considered. It has been esti- 
mated by many, all of whom are qual- 
ified, that $100,000 will be found miss- 
ing by Atlanta diners, when on De- 
cember 26 they take stuck of her 
finance, and sum up their Christmas 
food expense sheet.

SERVANT ROBBED IN ATLANTA 


stay in the police station for the 
night, which proved as hard a job as 
the other, for Wooten is a “white 
folks’ negro” and had an inherent fear 
of being behind the bars and not 
sleeping in a bed.

Once a body servant for Stonewall 
Jackson until the famous general was 
killed by a picket during the civil 
war, W. W. Wooten, an aged negro, 
reached the city yesterday afternoon 
on his way to Raleigh to “jine the 
Fust North Ca’lina fer de reunion and 
ter git my pension money.” His pres- 
ent home is in Faulkner county, Ar- 
kansas, with John B. Little, a well- 
known planter. 

Wooten came to the notice of the 
police when he appealeq to them in 
great distress after he had been rob- 
bed by the gang of flim-flammers 
who infest the Terminal! district. They 
secured everything he had except a 
small grip, hig return ticket to Mem- 
phis and his preaching credentials. 

“Lawd! Lawd! ain't Mister Little 
done tol’ me I was gwine ter be rob- 
bed an’ then worry him writin’ fer mo’ 
money, and now jest ain't I gone an’ 
done it. Naw’, suh, I'll walk fore I'll 
trublie my ol master, cause he done 
me to

A Child-like Faith.

By subscribing the small sum of $2,000, Atlanta can secure for 
1913 the convention of the American Association for the Advance- |

D. C. The executive council has.already recommended this city, 
and it would be extremely unfortunate if Atlanta, the south’s “con- 
vention city,” should fail, not only in an opportunity, but in ful- 
filling what is virtually a compact.’ It is to be hoped that before 
today is over such decisive action will be taken as will assure this 
mammoth convention for Atlanta for December of 1913. 
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BROKEN DOWN BY BAD PLAYS. 


One of the most amusing stories that has recently come out 
of London, England, revolves around the resignation of the London 
dramatic censor, George Alexander Redford. At- first there were 
rumors that friction in his office had led to Mr. Redford’s retire- 
ment, but later he himself gave the true reason. - 

“After all,” he said, “seventeen years of reading bad plays is 
enough for any man.” We accept Mr. Redford’s plea in toto, with 
the elaboration that by the word “bad” he probably means plays 
that are both salacious and simply dull and inferior. 

If Mr. Redford is to blame for some of the very mediocre 
English productions that have come to us during the past decade, 
we do not blame him for wishing to retire to the harmless shades 
of private life. And if his judgment is also at fault for keeping 
off the London stage four or five intelligent attractions after- 
wards presented in America, there is equal reason for his resig- 
nation. t 

By and large, the position of dramatic censor is not a sinecure. 
We need them in this country, as in England. But the more sen- 
sible plan appears to be not one censor, but a board of censors, 
made up of women as well as men, of practical people as well as 
theorists. Such a jury is incomparably better qualified to pass 
on dramatic productions than a single individual, with all his 
quirks and idiosyncrasies. 


> 
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TAFT ON CURRENCY REFORM. 


President Taft is to be commended for urging monetary re- 
form upon congress as a non-partisan issue. Along with Secre- 
tary of the Treasury MacVeagh, his approval of the Aldrich cur- 
rency bill may or may not be based on sound reasons. But, as 
so unquestionably unbiased a periodical as “Collier’s Weekly” re- 
cently declared, the question involved is so important that the 
mere label of the Aldrich plan should not militate against its be- 
ing given at least full consideration. 

As many succeeding secretaries of the treasury, comptrollers 
of the currency and disinterested students of finance and eco- 
nomics have told us, we have a patch-work, crazy-quilt currency 
system.. It is a joke among nations. Instead of being, as are 
the systems of other nations, a barrier against panics, it may oper- 
ate either as a breeder or accelerator of panics. 

It is simple cowardice and inertia on the part of congress that 
has perpetuated a’system that should long ago have been discarded 
for one in harmony with twentieth century business ideals. As 
Secretary MacVeagh declares, not only does our system hamper 
us at home, but under it we can never rise to the international 
trade supremacy that our greatness* and our resources justify. 

Beyond all, there should be no political jockeying in framing 
a new currency system. Better leave the present unacceptable 
one intact than to replace it with another framed in partisan ran- 
cor, Or in desire to curry a little political capital. 


DON’T FORGET THE SEAL. 


But one more shopping day remains before Christmas. Don’t 
forget the red cross seal, proceeds from the sale of which go to 
combat tuberculosis in Atlanta. 

The sale, conducted under the auspices of the Atlanta Anti- 
Tuberculosis and Visiting Nurses Association, last year netted 
$2,300. The annual expense budget of the association runs to 
$6,000, and the representative Atlanta women comprising the as- 
sociation had to make up the deficit by membership fees and indi- 
vidual subscriptions. : 

This year 350,000 stamps have been put out. Should all of 
these be sold, there would be realized the sum of $3,500. Of this 
amount 12 I-2 per cent goes to the National Society for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis. It is this organization that sup- 
plies the stamps, and that must be paid for them. Out of its 12 1-2 
per cent it meets the. cost of the stamps and expends the remainder 
on a national anti-tuberculosis propaganda. The 871-2 per cent 
of the proceeds of the gross sales is applied unqualifiedly to ‘the 
checking of tuberculosis locally.

RECORDED AT NEW YORK 


New York, December 22.—One of the 
greatest slumps in immigration ever 


being written into the records at 
Ellis Islang during the closing days 
of the year.

TAKE EVIDENCE 
_IN PACKERS’ CASE 


First Witnesses for Govern- 
ment to Be Examined 
on Tuesday. 


Chicago, December 22.—Counsel for 
the Chicago meat packers, charged 
with combining to control the price of 
meats in violation of the criminal sec- 
tions of the Sherman law, concluded 
their opening statements to the jury 
today, and United States District 
Judge George A. Carpenter adjourned 
court until next Tuesday morning. At 
that time the first witness for the gov- 
ernment will take the stand. 

The government will present its case 
in chronological order. The first wit- 
nesses will tell the story of the old 
packers pool, which, it is charged, was 
in existence prior to the organization 
of the National Packing Company, in 
1902, and which held weekly meetings 
at which the government charges 
prices were fixed. Later conditions, 
which led to the formation of the Na- 
tional Packing Company then will be 
detailed, and in concluding its case, 
the government will endeavor to prove 
that the National Packing Company 
was the instrument the packers used 
to continue the old pooling arrange- 
ment, 

Three hundred witnesses will be 
called by the government, and it is 
believed it will take several months to 
present their testimony. In addition 
to this, a mass of documentary evi- 
dence will be offered by the prosecu- 
tion. 

The jury will be closely guarded 
during the adjournment of court and 
the twelve men, all of whom are mar- 
ried, will be obliged to eat their 
Christmas dinner at a downtown hotel.

There was only one arrest for mur- 
der, says the report, the prisoners be- 
ing sentencéd to ten years. This was 
George Quarles, who killed John Mitch- 
ell on East Fair street. There were 
several other arrests in @onnection 
with the so-called “jack-the-ripper’” 
crimes, but none of these have been 
convicted. Chief Lanford also states 
that there are four cases still pending. 

The city cases numbered 1,859, with 
,fines amounting to $57,621.75, Whis- 
\Ky cases show a big increase, and 
there have been 328 tigers arrested. 
The amount of stolen goods recovered 
is $2,480. 

3,000 Calls Were Made. 

The big item in the report, as point- 
ed out by Chief Lanford, is the nearly 
3,000 new calls that were answered by 
his men. This number does not in- 
clude the work done on the cases dur- 
ing the course of investigation, 

“We have been sorely handicapped 
by the large territory we have to 
cover and the small number of men 
in the department,” says the chief. “I 
am not able ta class the men at all, 
but everyone has to do all kinds of 
work, and they are not able to give 
every case its proper attention due to 
the other calls coming in. I hope that 
out of the new men to be put on next 
year that they will give me at least 
three or four.”

“DAILY REBEL” AT MARIETTA 


The coming of Henry Watterson to 
Atlanta in connection with the peace 
jubilee is looked forward to eagerly 
by Mr. Ben B. Crew, the venerable 
head of the Phillips-Crew firm, who 
has been intimately associated with 
the city since the war. For Mr. Crew 
was close to Colcenel Watterson .in as 
strenuous a period of newspaper work 
as was ever known.

Rebel at Selma, Ala., but it met wifh 
little success. 

“I left the management of the paper 
when we were driven from Marietta 
and joined the Fourth Tennessee cav- 
alry, being on detail service. After- 
wards I was sent to join General For- 
rest at Vicksburg, and from-there sent 
as a courier to General Hardee at Sa- 
Vannah and ihen to Augusta. While 
there the surrender came and I was 
paroled, 

The Rebel Was Very Popular. 

“The Rebel was a most popular pa- 
per, and was sought for by both sides. 
We published 21,000 copies daily, 18,000 
of which went to the Army of Ten- 
nessee, being purchased by Colonel “Tr. 
M. Acton, whom pioneer Atlantans re- 
member well. During his life he was 
egent for The Constitution, supplying 
the news depots, which handled the 
circulation te a great extent, there 
being few personal subscribers to any 
paper. 

“There has always been a warm per- 
sonal friendship between Colonel Wat- 
terson and myself, and I have watched 
his career with pride, both in his edi- 
torial work and im the halls of con- 
gress. I am pleased with the religious 


tone which I have noticed in his lec- 
tures, it being proof of the opinion I 
always had that he is a God-fearing 
man as well as an intellectual] giant. 

“His loyalty to the south is his prin- 
cipal thought, and I am glad that we 
are spared to meet in this great peace 
movement and the public can expect 
something more than usual from his 
great mind Sunday.” |

CRIME RECORDS 
WILL BE KEPT 


New Police System, Modeled 
After Those in Big Cities, 


to Be Installed. 


In the matter of New Year resolu- 
tions, the police department has beat 
‘em all to it. Their first one was regis- 
tered yesterday, and is one of the most 
important innovations made in the de- 
partment in years. : 

Beginnirg with January 1, 1912, a 
new system of records will be kept, 
modeled after _the metropolitan sys- 
tems, forming in detail a history of 
crime in the city. The record will be 
entered daily, and each month a sum- 
mary will be made. 

The value of such a record will be in-" 
calculable. Besides furnishing valuable 
statistics, obtainable now in every city 
but Atlanta, the record will be a means 
‘of working on cases years after the 
crime has been committed. 

At the present time there is prac- 
tically no record kept of such. events, 
except in the daily reports made by 
the officers, which are often incom-| 
plete. 

“We have got to have some record of 
crimes, with complete details in each 
case,” said Chief Beavers. “So I have 
issued an order looking forward to this. 
Hereafter, the men will report all facts 
of important cases, together with full 
names, initials (which are often now 
left off), addresses, and other data. 
These will be entered on a special book 
and recorded daily.” |

$107 ESTATE 


After All Debts Were Paid.

The estate of the late Stanley Ketch- 
el, one of the greatest fighters who 
ever drew on a glove, was recently 
settied up. The final inventory showed 
that, after all debts had been paid

When Stanley Ketchel arrived in San 
Francisco in the summer of 1907 his 
tee assets consisted of a heart 
of oak, a terrific punch, a wonderful 
Physique and a draw with Joe Thomas, 
then regarded as the best man of his 
bee Moe the country. 

etcnel stepped off the ferry wi 

sufficient funds to buy “coffee cna" 
Before he ie 
had engaged in numerous bu 
for which he received bush purses. 
Therefore Ketchel really began to earn 
the big money when he struck Cali- 
fornia. The first turn of the wheel of 
fortune was his second fight in San 
Francisco with Joe Thomas. The win- 
ning of that desperate battle by Ketch- 
el opened the financial floodgates for 
him, and when he fought his last bat- 
tle his fists had earned for him ap- 
proximately $103,500 in purses alone. 

What he won in bets is problemati- 
cal, but it is believed that the sum was 
sufficient to bring the grand total up 
to $150,000. It is known that he won 
an unusually heavy bet on his “fight” 
with Jack Johnson, the betting, of 
course, belng on the number of rounds. 


Where Did Fortune Got 


What became of this fortune? Some 
of it, about $20,000, went to fix up his 
parents. The balance was thrown away 
in riotous living, given to false friends, 
and burned in automobiles. At least 
$30,000 went in buzz wagons. Proba- 
bly $50,000 was squandered hitting the 
high spots, this sum including “touch- 
es running from $5 to $200. In a few 
individual cases Ketche] is known to 
have passed out more than $200, being 
well aware at the time that the money 
would never be returned. 

When in a big eity it was Ketchel’s 
custom to engage a suite at the finest 
hotels. His apartments invariably in- 
cluded a buffet, which was always 
stocked with the finest of wines. A 
valet and chauffeur added to the ex- 
pense, for when Ketche] felt inclined 
mes doll up” he stopped at nothing. 

Shortly before the Reno fisco Ketchel 
was stopping at a fashionable hotel in 
San Francisco—no top floor room, the 
sort that Battling Nelson generally 
took, but right on the second floor— 
reception room, bedroom, private 
“bawth” and buffet room. Seventy-five 
dollars a day, not counting the wine 
he dispensed and the -wages of his 
chauffeur and, valet; also the nightly 
tips “down the line.” Wilson Mizner, 
who was then Ketchel’s manager, was 
over in Reno at the time, and, hearing 
of his charge’s extravagance, boarded 
the limited and rushed to San Fran- 
cisco, 

“Great heavens, Steven,” he said, 
“you'll have to cut this out, or you'll 
go to the poorhousge.” 


Stanley Listens to Reason. 


Ketchel put up the same old argu- 
ment about not being able to take his 
money with him when he died, but he 
finally acceded to Mizner’s request to 
live more modestly. 

After his first defeat of Papke in 
San Francisco he bought a $6,000 auto- 
mobile, said auto being able to travel 
some, but by and by Stanley wanted 
more speed, so he bought another ma- 
chine costing $7,500, put the old ma- 
chine in the garage and permitted the 
rental to eat it up. 

The night before Johnson and Jef- 
fries met in Reno Ketchel was bucking 
the tiger. He was extremely lucky, 
and when he quit he had a double 
handful of gold pieces. Changing a 
number of them into silver he went 
down to the railroad tracks and scat- 
tered dollars and half dollars among 
a scores of bums mnanging around 
there.

COTTON STEADY 
AT NET DECLINE 
Market Unusually Active Just 


Preceding Holidays—Lost 
5 to 17 Points. 


‘New York, December 22.—Today’s 
cotton market was far more active 
than is usual just preceding the 
Christmas adjournment and prices 
ruled generally lower under liquida- 
tion by recent large buyers and other 
selling, which was inspired, no doubt, 
by the recent easier ruling of Liver- 
pool, continued apprehension of seri- 
ous labor troubles in Lancashire and 
predictions of bearish ginning figures 
early next menth. The close was 
steady, but a net decline of 5@17 
points for the day. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 2@7 points !n response to the 
lower cables and sold off to a net 
decline of about 10@12 points during 
the forenoon under liquidation and 
bear pressure. It was estimated that 
notices, representing between 15,000 
and 20,000 bales, hag been issued 
against December contracts and that 
position was relatively easy under 
scattering liquidation, presumably 
from trailing longs. The market 
steadied up 3 or 4 po'nts from the 
lowest during the late forefioon on 
covering, but soon weakened again 
on private cables reporting tliat mas- 
ter spinners in Lancashire had decided 
to lock out their employees com- 
mencin next Wednesday. 

The Tewast point of the day was 
reached after receipt of this news and 
the close was within a point or two 
of the lowest. 

The dispute in Lancashire is said to 
be with reference to the right of the 
mills to employ non-union labor, and 
while many. of the private cables re- 
ceived claimed trade to be too good 
to permit of any prolonged suspension 
of manufacture, other advices said 
that the situation was serious. 

There was very little news from the 
south, but an impression seems to have 
been created in local circles that the 
interior has not been following re- 
cent advances in futures, and in addi- 
tion to the factors mentioned above, 
part of today’s selling may have been 
inspired by expectations of easier spot 
markets and the bearisn week-end 
figures. 

All three of the leading contract 
markets will be closed tomorrow and 
on Monday, while Liverpool will re- 
main closed until next Wednesday 
morning.

New York, December 22.—The Gould 
issues and Lehigh Valley attracted 
most attention today in the stock mar- 
ket.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, December 22.—Prices of 
cotton advanced for a time.during the 
past week, mainly owing to the firm- 
ness of December, with rather strik- 
ing premium, heavy buying by spot 
conecrns and the rounding up of the 
unduly congested short interest. The 
Waldorf-Astoria bears have been in 
full retreat and this fact of itself 
helped materially to bolster up prices. 
Another thing, the certificated stock 
here is still small, despite the fact 
that it has been increasing of late. It 
is still far below the figures of a 

ear ago, Also dry goods reports have 

een more cheerful. Vermont mills, 
which had been closed down for many 
weeks, have just started up. 

More optimistic reports are being 
received in regard to the spring trade 
in cotton goods hitherto stagnant. 
Things in the Chinese empire seem to 
point to an earlier resumption of trade 
than at one time seemed possible. 
Liverpool, for a time, was a good 
buyer here. On the other hand, the 
census bureau's ginning report was 
considered bearish and as pointing to 
& crop of 15,500,000 bales or more. 
Stress is also laid on the fact that the 
gSinning up to December 12 already 
comes pretty close to the crop esti- 
mates for many of the states recently 
issueq by the overnment and that 
in the case of Fiorida the ginning al- 
ready exceeds that estimate. Not a 
few expect the total quantity ginned 
up to.tne middle of January to exceed 
the recent crop estimate of the gov- 
ernment of 1,885,000 bales. Ginning 
reports will be issued up to the third 
week in March. Moreover, on the ad- 
vance the continent is said to have 
largely withdrawn from the spot mar- 
kets of the south so far as new busi- 
ness is concerned. The continent has 
latterly been selling in Liverpool after 
being a good buyer there for an ex- 
tendeqg perio. And now comes the 
talk of a big strike in Lancashire in- 
volving some 100,000 hands. Also the 
movement of the crop in this country 
which showed a slackening for a time 
has latterly increased and estimates 
of the quantity to be pvbrought in 
sight this week are larger than the 
total for last week. 

The south is reported to be selling 
freely on any upward turn of prices, 
though withdrawing on declines. The 
technical speculative position has been 
weakened: here, it is contended, by 
the driving in of the shorts by the 
big spot interests. The object in put- 
ting up December was to get cotton to 
New York and itis said that the spot 
people who have been working the 
bull side of late really expect lower 
prices later on before teh real turn 
for the better takes place. However, 
this may be, bearg are certainly more 
cautious than they were some weeks 
ago. Already talk bout trade pros- 
pects” are more cheerful and there are 
predictions that the next acreage wil! 
be considerably reduced under the 
sting of unexpectedly low prices re- 
sulting from the big acreage last sea- 
son. Toward the close of the week 
prices reacteq owing to t.e fear of a 
strike in Lancashire. 

NEW ORLEANE MARKET. 


New Orleans, December 22.—The nec 
results of the wetk's trading in the 
cotton market was an advance of 10 
to 23 points. The high prices were 
made on Wednesday, and the low prices 
on Saturday. At the highest the trad- 
ing months were 34 to 43 points over 
last week's close; at the lowest they 
were 10 to 20 over. From teh higheet 
to the lowest there was a drop of 20 to 
25 points, 

Toe high prices were made after 
the bearish report on ginning by the 
census bureau. This report put the 
amount of cotton ginned up to Decem- 
ber 13 at 13,759,652 balés, which was 
considerably higher than the average 
expectation. Bulls offered the mar- 
ket determined support, and prices 
responded. . 

Late in the week the labor troubles 
in Lancashire had a depressing effect 
on prices, and pared the advance down 
materially. At the same time bears 
were not aggressive sellers on the 
news that the master spinners had 
agreed upon a lockout, to take effect 
next Wednesday. 

It was a holiday week from first to 
last, and the triple holiday following 
the closing restricted trading to no 
emall extent. Much of the business 
done around the ring was of a scalp- 
ing nature. 

In the spot department prices lost 
%, middling closing at 9%, against 9% 
last week and 14 15-16 this week last 
year. Sales on the spot amounted to 
2,355 bales, against 4,981 last week and 
4.015 this week last year; sales to ar- 
rive amounted to 3.832, against 10,850 
last week and 6150 this week last year,

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial Agencies 


Say About Business. 


New Zork, December 22.—R. G. Dun 
& Co..s Weekly Review of Trade will 


Say that the holiday retail trade has’ 


been very satisfactory, and in some of 
the cities in excess of former years, 
revealing noteworthy ability and will- 
ingness among customers to spend. 
Wholesale operations are naturally held 
somewhat in check by the holiday 
trade and by the settlements incident 
to the closing of the year, but there is 
no indicated change in the more fa- 
vorable situation in tusiness which hag 
been progressively manifest during the 
past few weeks. 

The bright outlook .in iron and steel 
is enhanced by prospective large pur- 
Chases of rails, orders for fully 500,000 
tons being expected in the immediate 
future. This tonnage will embrace 
contracts from several prominent 
roads, while, in addition, other equip- 
ment is being freely taken. Consider- 
able bridge work is coming out and 
the Pennsylvania car order will re- 
quire 24,000 tons. Producers now find 
it possible to establish a firmer price 
basis, and the recent low quotations on 
instructural material have disappeared, 
adithough attractive business is still 
open to concessions After a marked 
spurt of activity, pi iron is more 
quiet, but values are firmer, and $14.25 
talley is practically the minimum on 
Bessemer, although small lots have 
changed hands below this figure. 

While immediate business is season- 
ably quiet, the undertone of the cot- 
ton goods market indicates slow but 
steady improvement in the volume of 
distribution. Drills for converting 
purposes are in steady demand, and 
some heavy sheetings are being ordered 
moderately, while light sales of print 
cloths and convertibles are reported. 
Mills are generally adhering to prices 
based upon 4 3-16 cents for 8%-inch 
64x64s, but occasional concessions are 
reported. Exports to miscellaneous 
ports continue g0o and some smail 
Red Sea buying is being done, while 
shipments to China last week aggre- 
gated 3,400 bales. Steady improve- 
ment continues in the market for 
woolen and worsted goods, a good du- 
plicate business coming in On dress 
goods for spring delivery in novelty 
fabrics, whip-cords and cream goods, 

Footwear rules quiet, with few sup- 
plementary orders; many manufactur- 
crs are now running under curtailed 
production preparatory to -inventory 
taking. Jobbers find retail trade good. 
In the leather market occasional con- 
cessions are reported in a few descrip- 
tions, principally harness leather and 
shoe side upper; other kinds such as 
sole leather, offal and calfskins are 
decidedly, strong.

Citizens Deplore Action of the 
State Railroad Com- 
mission. 


LaGrange, Ga., December 22.—(Spe- 

cial.)—That the Georgia Railway and 
Power Company expects shortly to 
build a power station in thig city, is 
shown by the purchase of about four 
acres of land and water rights from 
Dr. H. R. Slack, adjonining the M. F. 
McLendon property in the northern 
part of the city. Consideration in the 
deal was not named, but representa- 
tives of the company claim that the 
price, while high, was justified on ac- 
count of the needs of the company %n 
this section. This sub-station will be 
used to supply power to the local mills 
and other purchasers of electric power 
in this section. 
It is proposed also to have a station 
at Franklin. A proposed development 
at Franklin and in Heard connty 1 
an electric railway line to connect with 
& proposed electric line between La- 
Grange and Atlanta, making connec- 
tions at Fairburn with a line already 
built. 

Local interest in the affairs of the 
company has increased within the past 
few days by reason of the action of 
the state railroad commission which 
will curtail this development immeas- 
urably unless~ some rescinding action 
is later taken. Contracts for power 
had been about closed between the 


company and a number of enterprises 
here, while a franchise for the com- 
pany to operate in this city hag avout 
been concluded with the City council 
The importance of this development 
to LaGrange and Troup County has 
just dawned on local people, and con- 
siderable effort is being made to ad- 
just conditions in order that the com- 
pany may have fewer obstacles in its 
way. 

Heard county, adjoining Troup on 
the north, at this time uas not a single 
line of railway, and is entirely.cut off 
from the outside world. With the 
building of an electric line through 


that county, another section of west- 


ern Georgia would be reclaimed by the 
Civilized world, and a vast territory, 
Still undeveloped; would thug be open- 
ed up and given over to active devel- 
opment. 

The action of the railroad commis- 
Sion is deplored locally by all inter- 
ested in the expansion and develop- 
ment of this territory, as every in- 
vestor here realizes the importance of 
having greater trade Outlets and 
closer connection with the Markets, as 
well as having power to Operate new 
industries, which are now being built.

Inventions by Boys. 
(From The New York Press.) 

Certain most important inventions 
have been the work of boys. The in- 
vention of the valve motion in the 
steam engine, for instance, was made 
by a mere lad.

As the Potter lag was working the 
lever he saw that parts of the engine 
moved in the right direction, and at 
the same.time he had to open or close 
the valves. He procured a strong 
cord and made one end fast to the 
proper part of the engine and the oth- 
er end to the valve lever. The boy had 
then the satisfaction of seeing the en- 
gine move with perfect regularity of 
motion. A short time after the fore- 
man camé around and saw the boy 
playing marbles at the door. Lock- 
ing at the engine he perceived the in- 
genuity of the boy, as well as the ad- 
vantage of so clever an invention. The 
idea suggested by the boy's inventive 
genuius was put into a practical form, 
and made the steam engine an auto- 
matic working machine. 

The power loém was the invention 
of a farmer’s boy, who never had seen 
or heard of such a thing. He whittled 
one out with his jackknife ang after 
he had finished it he exhibited his de- 
vice to his father, who at once kicked 
it into pieces, saying he would not 
have about him a boy who would spend 
his time in such foolish ways. Accord- 
ingly the boy was sent to a biack- 
smith to learn the trade. His master 
took a lively interest in the lad. He 
made a loom of what was left of the 
one his father had broken and showed 
it to the blacksmith. The latter saw 
he had no common boy as apprentice 
and that the Invention was a valuable 
one. A loom was constructeg under 
the supervision of the boy. It worked 
to perfection and the blacksmith fur- 
nished the means to manufacture the 
looms, the boy receiving half the

—_— about a year the blacksmith 
wrote to the boy’s father that he 
would bring with him on a visit a 
wealthy gentleman, who was tue in- 
ventor of the celebrated power loom. 
One may, therefore, conceive of the 
astonishment of the father when his 
own son was presented to him as the 
ifiventor of a loom based upon 
principle of that which the old man 
had kicked to pieces only a year be- 
fore.

Women Invade the Medical, 


ofession. 

To Massachusetts belongs the credit 
for the first medical school for Women 
in the world, This was founded No- 
vember 23, 1848, the Female Medical 
Educational Society which maintained 
the Boston Female Medical § school, 
later merged with Boston university. 
In 1859 the Ladies’ Medical academy 
was started, and in opening it Dr. Wil- 
liam Symmington Brown made an elo- 
quent address in which he said that 
men and women physicians were like 
the two blades of a pair of scissors, 
that we had too long been trying to 
out the Gordian knot of disease with 
a single blade, a simile which was 
very apt and pleased. the audience 
peeeey- Dr. Sarab H. Young, of 

well, aided this venture materially. 
Several years previously Miss Harriet 
K. Hunt, who had been practicing 
medicine for a number of years in 
Boston, received permission to attend 
lectures at the Harvard Medical school, 
but the students ungallantly refused 
to have her, and she withdrew. The 
issue came up again some years later 
and was settled, says McCall's Maga- 
zine for January. 

A good example of the activity of 
women physicians was given at the 
recent convention of the American 
Medical Association by Dr. le 5. 
Morton in presenting the report of the 
Publie Health Education committee... 
Courses of lectures, Dr. Morton re- 
ported, were given under the auspices 
of the women of the American Medj- 
cai Association working through their 
various country societies, in all 2,250 
lectureg in forty states attended by 
200,000" persona Women physicians 
are very active in such work as this, 
and are daily bringing great credit 
to the profession by their. philan- 
thropic labors, 

Technically, the first woman to ob- 
tain registration in Great Britain as 
a medical practitioner was Dr. Eliza- 
beth Blackwell, while working at St. 
Bartholomew‘s under Sir James Paget. 
But as she had really studied in Amer- 
ica, and was an American (although 
she passed her later life a died in 
England), the first real British wo- 
man doctor is usually stated to have 
been Mrs. Garrett Anderson, “the 
mother of British medical women.”
